MR. FRANKS SEVERELY 
CROSS-EX AMINED. 


The hearing was resumed this 
morning, at the Criminal Ses- 
sions, of the case in which Wong 
Kwong is charged with the 
murder of Warder Speed at the 
Victaria Gaol on December.15. 

Chief Detective Inspector 
Murison stated that he received 
knives from various people and 
found dlood on all of them. 

L. S. Clark spoke to arrest- 
ing the prisoner at Causeway 
Bay at 7.30 on December 17th. 

Mr. Belilios—What wad “the 
prisoner's demeanour? 

_Witness—He was very quiet. 

Did his behaviour call for any 
comment?—Nothing out of the 
ordinary. " . 


Was there any attempt to resist | 


arrest ?—There was not. 

Did be make any statement at 
the time ?—He admitted he was 
the man. , : 

The Chief Justice:-—-What did 
he say ?—He was asked if he was 
Wong Kwong said he replied that 
he was the man. " . 

Mr. Belilios-—-Was he armed at 
the time ?~-He was not.

Are there any means of discov- 
ering whether the prisoner made 
any complaints to the Justices of 
the Peace ?—There is a book kept 
for recording complaints made 
to the Justices, but an individual 
complaint is not often entered.

‘THE LATEST REPORT. 


The returns of shipping antered 
and cleared. at Hankow for the 
July-September | quarter of last 
year show-an increase in tonnage 
of 279,647 toads over the corres- 
ponding period of 1918. Shipping 
activity on the Yangtze during 
this quarter was partioularly 
brisk but as regards the Japanese 
line operating vessels to Hankow 
and the river’ ports, the same 
thing cannot be said although 
sailings were maintained as 
usual, the boycott inaugerated by 
the Chinese students being ex- 
ception lly damaging to the com- 
pany during those months. In 
spite of the boycott, howey 
river. ‘by. the Japanese ling but 
with little cargo offering. this line 
raust have suffered certain heavy 
losses and.but for being a, member 
of the Lower Yangtze Canferenca 
things might have been more 
serious. 


The total tonnage entered and 
cleared during the quarter 
mentioned was, in round numbers, 
1,926,400 tons of which 37.4 per 
cent. was British; 31.0 per cent. 
was Japanese: a7 per cent. was 
Chinese and 3.2 per cent. was 
American, the small remainder 
being made up” of Danish, 
Norwegian and Russian tonnage. 
Compared with the previous 


accreditted  .to the" different 
nation's shipping has undergone 
but little change, there keing in 
all the cases but an increase of 
about one per cent. with the 
exception of Chinese shipping’ 
which has decreased by - about 
two per cent. As regards com- 
parison by tonnage, American 
shipping has increased approx- 
imately three times. ‘That 
coming under the heading of 


“Ocean Tonnage” has been. 
primarily responsible for this the 
tonnage arrivals in the July- 
September quarter of 1918 being 
9,600 tons and for the same 
quarter of last year, 30,085 tons. 
Tonnage coming under the head- 
ing of “ River" has also increased 
by about 15,000 tons, ~thich 
shows that, in addition to Amer- 
ican overseas vessel increasing 
in numbers going to Hankow, 
there has been greater marked 
activity on the part of the Asiatic 
Petroleum Go.'s vessels and also 
on the part of those owned by the 
Standard Oil. When the new 
proposed locel American river} 
company gets properly started 
and has its vessels operating on 
the river it can be expected that 
the American flag will be a more 
frequent sizht than is the case at 
the present time.. 


Of the “tonnage coming under 
the heading of “ River,” 43.6 per 
cent. was British; 29.0 per cént. 
was Japanese 5 525.2 per cent. was 
Chinese and 2.2 per cent. was 
American, Th this case,’ also, 
there is no great differencein the 
returns. with the exception of 
American tonnage as before 
stated. Undoubtedly Hankow’s 
shipping trade has been greatly 
benefitted through the termina- 
tion of the war, which, as is well 
known is the case the world over. 
With Hankow this is greatest 
shown in the case of. British 
shipping. During the July- 
September quarter of 1918 no 
tonnage coming under the head- 
ing of “Ocean', “and flying the 
Red Ensign arrived ‘or departed 
from Hankow but when the same 
quarter of last year js considered 
it is found that the total Ocean 
tonnage flying the Red Ensign is 
placed at 95,354 tons. By this it 
can ba seen that but little time 
has been lost by British overseas 
shipping firms in re-commencing 
sailings to China, and it can also 
be seen the great amount of harm 
that was being done to British

For more years 
than we care tu rernember, the idea of some such organisation has 
been talked about in Hongkong, it being widely felt that ratepayers 
get all tou little considération at the hands of the Government'an4 
of the Unofficials who ure supposed to. represent them on the 
“Colony's Legislature, It has been left to Kowloon to act, for we 
have no douh: that to-night’s meeting will endorse the opinion of 
many residents of the peninsula that the time has come when it is. 
to put it very mild]y, extremely desirable thatthe ratepayers should 
have some satisfactory medium through which they can voice their 
views on matters of public concern and interest. This is, we 
believe, the first organisation of its kind seriously sought to be 
created inthe Colony. That, in itself. is a hopeful sign. for the 
mere fact that well over a hundred residents of. Kowloon should 
join in a movement towards this end ix indicative of the existence 
of a healthy civic spirit which only needs opportunities for activity 
to expand into a really useful body serving the general interests uf 
the community. ” ' ,

THAT CRASHED, 

Singular stories of a large ship-
